Gid strong opposition ‘rther ‘than to fred and 
eflective support, While Chinese of literary 
standing, and even young atudents, are cordially 
‘received, entertained and feasted, ‘flattered ‘and 
honoured by influential and respectable families 
_in every 
of educat 


ion from America, being also represen- 


tatives of influential bodies of Christian people, on. 


coming to China, and aiming capecially by tench- 
ing and lives ol virtue and bencficence to benefit 
and inform;the people, and to strengthen and 
develop the nation, will in too many cases meet 
a reception that even a Chinese labourer would 
-nat-experience-in-the-United—Statcs. 
-“remoteand unsettled regions.” We regret to 
say that while Chinese labourers, to the number 
of some 80,000; will always be sure of some 
kind treatment from even the higher, classes off 
America, the American missionary ‘in China 
finds his friends only among the weak arid poor, 


the bigher classes toa often being only concerned . 


as. to the best way, to oppose, slander, ‘and 


imnpents is . ee tte 
"Suppose, however, that while the Chincse 
Inbourer is the one against whom legislation is 
directed’ in America, thatthe American, inis- 
sionary shall be lowered to that class in China, 
and so be the object of restriction and in certain 
cases prohibition, what would be the losson to 
‘Jeatn ? The population of the United States 
may be xzeckoned as one-fifth of China or 
60,000,000, The number ‘of Chincse labourers, 
Deing reckoned at 80,000, is regarded by some 
as so large a number, owing to tHe complications 
and rivalries with other foreign labourers, that 
it is deemed worthy of treaty limitations. 
Therefore in China, the ‘possible number 
of American missionaries, considering the 
complications and. rivalzies with .ather far. 
eign anissionaries, would, be 400,000 instead 
of the 890 ‘American misslonariés now at 
work in China, The Chinese labourer is 
encouraged to remain-in the United States and 
ne more of an American ; the American 
yury would likewise be encournged to 
remiin in China and become more of a,China- 
man ‘the Chinese labourer is generally objec- 
tionable in the United. States because of his 
astern character unc correction with secret 


organizations ; ‘and the Anictican missionary is, 


ojectionable in China only because helds an 
American, and because connected with the 
Christian religion, “The, Chingse labourer has 
premium put an him. if-he owns property to’ the 
Amount of $1,000; but the American missionary 
finds it difficult to secure property: China, 
even when in accordance with the special dirce- 
tions of the Lnperial Government itis purchased 
far relipious purposes and the name. ofthe Church.” 

Looking nt these facts, and making these com-. 
parigons,.we arrive avthree conclusions. * First, 
that the United States Government in prohibiting 
any more Chinese labourers from: going, to the 
United States forthe next twenty ‘years, while 
making no such prohibition for objectionable 
persons from other nations, is effecting a measure, 
however defe to say the least inconsistent 
with and in ‘striking ‘contrast to the tone and 


auntiment of the renowned Burlingame Treaty.”

hiendliness; “The United States of America 
and the Empire of China cordially recognise the 
inherent and inalienable tight of man to change 
tis home and allegiance, and also the mutual 
advantage of free immigration and emigration of 
their citizens and subjects respectively from one 
country to another for the purposes of curiosity, 
of trade, or as permanent residents,” | 

Second, that it would be to the advantage 
and honout of the Chinese Government -to 
always treat with unusual respect and (riend- 
‘liness those respectable classes of other countries, 
wather than allow them to suffer in any part of 
China, either from the common rabble or the 


“conservative gentry, contempt, injury, or slander, |” 


Third, that herea lesson might be learned as 
to the missionary question,” viz.,.to encourage 
missionarics, by respectful and friendly inter-, 
course und ‘guarantee of protection, to conform 
in certain. particulars to Chinese habits, and in 
due time become subject to Chinese Jaws properly 
‘modified, and to the continual: protection. of 
China, In fact, the oneyhope of China-might here 
be learned, viz, that if the-Chinese Government, 
Imperial and Provincial, would. only give the 
clearest and most reliable bf proofs that mission- 
aries ‘and their work would be protected’ and’ 
helped, missionaries in turn would become the 
Strong friends and weeful allics of the povern- 
ment, and then, when in the future other classes 
of foreigners should wish to dwell in, the’ interior 
of China, it would be on ‘the same basia, there: 
by. securing for herself an honourable place 
among the strong Powers ofthe world. Certainly 
the futtize position of China cannot well be below 
the.standard set by the treaty under discussion, 
and which’ many are inclined to regard as tao low |

. The third point to be noticed in the new treaty, 
and one requiring only a short consideration, is 
that of ‘protection, In Art, 1V. the following, 
language is used: “It-is hereby understood 
and agrecd that Chinese labourers or Chinese, of 
any other class, elther permanently or tempora-. 
rily in the United States have for the protection. 
of thelr persons and property all the rights, 
that are giveri.by laws of the United Statos 
to citizens of the’ most favoured nation, excepting 
the right to become naturalized citizens, and the 
Government of the United States re-affirms its 
obligation to exert all its powers to secure pro- 
tection to persons and. property of all Chinese 
subjects inthe United States,” Fidelity in 
executing this: we have no reason to doubt, 
notwithstandmng the constant danger of Conflict
